Some may have drawn tlie naturnl conclu- 
sion Irom DUr comment tlint It's nlwnys easy 
to crlTlclze, but wliat has the Conlerencc ol 
AmlTlcnn Small Business Organizations got 
to offer as a remedy? 

To be fair with the CASBO which repre- 
sents 7.500,000 small businessmen operating 
3,102,374 businesses throughout the country, 
It should be pointed out that the organiza- 
tion has a very definite posl-wnr policy, 
which la to be submitted as a Joint resolu- 
tion for adoption by conBrcss. The gist of this 
policy tollowjs: 

1— That It shall be the declared post-war 
policy ot congress that the profit system of 
free enterprise, free competition, private Ini- 
tiative and private financing In every worthy 
line of industry, trade and commerce will be 
maintained by every means within the nutii- 
orlty of congresa. 

2— Tliat with the exception of those e^cn- 
tlal for the further defense of the country, 
liquidation of all government financial or 
other Interest or control In war production 
plants shall have been under way not later 
than one year after the end of hostilities. 

3— Rules, regulations and restrictions im- 
posed upon Industry by government bureaus, 
boards, commissions, etc,, which were created 
solely for war purposes, will be terminated 
upon the signing of an armistice, and such 
bureaus, boards and. commissions must also 
be In course of liquidation within one year 
after cessation of hostilities, excepting those 
es4entlal for further defense. 

4— That the government shall not ensagc 
Wholly or In part In any form of bvialncis, 
commerce, trade or industry for whlcli ample 
private facilities are available. 

5 — That production antj flow of commerce 
shall be fostered by every legitimate means 
consistent with equality of opportunity lor 
all, and subject only to free, fair and honest 
competition as between all elements of busi- 
ness, trade, commerce, finance, Industry, pub- 
lic services and the professions. 

Primary purpose of the resolution, the 
CASBO points out, is to take those vital pow- 
ers which may decree life or death over pri- 
vate enterprise out of the hands ot appointed 
bureaucrats and restore those powers to our 
elected representatives where they belong; 
to revert -the constitutional reciulrement 
that laws, orders, restrictions and directives 
shall be enacted by law. Instead of by de- 
crees promulgated by bureaucrats who are 
not directly answerable to the people, and 
to stop government financed, subsidized and 
tax-exempt competition with private enter- 
prise. 

"If the wartime shackles on business arc 
permitted, to remain after the war ends for 
any longer period than Is absolutely neces- 
sary, and unless the life tenure of bureau- 
cracy Is definitely limited now, before the end 
of the war, bureaucracy will .surely find the 
excuses and the means to perpetuate Itself 
after the Job for which It was created Is fin- 
ished," says the CASBO. "It always does. 

"For a long time small business has felt 
that something like this .was coming. It Is 
now as clear as crystal that the war and the 
postwar 'readjustments' and 'reconversions' 
are the pretexts for the start o( the 'planned 
economy" and the 'balanced production" we 
, have heard so much about during the past 
decade." 

From the small businessmen's way of 
looking nt It, this puts the whole Issue square- 
ly before congress which usually tb^s a way 
to pass the buck on controversial issues ot 
such magnitude. 

Wartime bureaucracy all set up to take 
over peacetime economy—priorities and allo- 
cations of materials, limited (balanced) pro- 
duction, nucleus (favored) plants, subsidies, 
tiw-exemptlons, price controls, rationed com- 
modities and foods. If we are to take the 
CABBO's word tor. It— "It's all there!"
